SPEAKING WITH TONGUES 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 


I have observed rather widely 
the remarkable sweep of this 
tongues movement. I have been 
impressed with the sincerity of 
many who believed in it and 
grieved at the fanaticism and the 
false claims of others who like- 
wise believed that they speak ‘in 
tongues after the Bible tashion. 
But I know that human experi- 
ence or feeling or impression is 
not a reliable guide in doctrine. 
The only safe course for a Chris- 
tian is to go to the Bible, the Word 
of God and try everything by that 
holy and infallible standard. As 
far as I know, the Bible nowhere 
teaches that we should have a dif- 
ferent brand of Christianity, differ- 
ent in doctrine or practice or pow- 
er from that of New Testament 
Christians. The Bible never says 
that New Testament Christians 
should talk in tongues but that we 
should not. 

Again, I say, the way to settle 
this is to go to the Bible and what 
we find there in the New Testa- 
ment on the tongues question will 
not be out of date. 


And now after prayerful, open- 
hearted study of many years, tnis 
is my plain conviction; THE MOD- 
ERN TONGUES MOVEMENT 1S 
NOT WHAT CHRISTIANS HAD 
IN THE BOOK OF ACTS. Years 
ago I promised God that 1 wanted 
what He had for me wherever it 
led me. If I needed to speak in 
other tongues to have the power 
of the Holy Spirit such as many 
Bible Christians had, then I wantea 
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Him to make it clear to me. I 
surrendered to anything that would 
please Him about it. I have been 
s0 anxious for Holy Spirit power 
and so insistent on the need for 


Spirit, that I have earnestly 
prayed and urged others to pray 
for God to fill me completely with 
His Spirit. I have spoken and 
written on the subject for years 
and I believe, like Finney, Moody, 
Torrey and Chapman, in a definite 
enduement or anointing of the Holy 
Spirit. And the more I study the 
Word of God and ask for guidance, 
I am convinced that speaking in 
tongues as taught and practiced 
by various branches of Pentecostal 
people is contrary to the teachings 
of the New Testament and the 
example of the apostles. 


Now I ask you to study with me 
what the Bible says on this ques- 
tion. Let us forget our experi- 
ences, forget what we have seen, 
and go directly to the Word of 
God to find what God teaches and 
commands. 


Speaking In Tongues In the Bible— 
What Is Was Like 


First of all, let us remember 
this. To speak with tongues, in 
the Bible, simply means to speak 
with a language, just that and 
nothing more. To speak with 
tongues means. to speak with lan- 
guages. The word for tongues in 
the Bible is the Greek word glossa. 

Never anytime in the Bible does 
“speaking in tongues” mean speak- 
ing in a heavenly language, a jab- 
ber, or anything unintelligible. ..e 
only kind of tongue any New Tes- 
tament Christian ever spoke in was 
is some known language regularly 
spoken and understood by some 
nationality of people. 

That is quickly shown when you 
read what happened at Pente- 
cost. Notice the following verses 
from the second chapter of Acts: 


“And they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and began to 
speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance. 

"5. And there were dwelling at 
Jerusalem Jews, devout men, and 
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Christians to be filled with the}, 


THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


of every nation under heaven. 

"6. Now when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came to- 
gether, and were confounded, be- 
cause that every man heard them 
speak in his own language. 

"7. And they were all amazed 
and marvelled, saying one to an- 
other, Behold are not all these 
which speak Galileans? 

"8. And how hear we every man 
in our own tongue wherein we were 
born?" (Acts 2:4-8). 


Then verses 9, 10, and 11 name 
some sixteen different nationalities 
and say — | 


", . « We do hear them speak 
in our tongues the wonderful works 


of God!" 


What happened at Pentecost was 
that God, with His miraculous pow- 
er, caused Christians to preach the 
wonderful works of God to peo- 
ple of other nations, m their own 
tongue or language wherein they 
were born. Not a word was spoken 
that was not understood. Not a 
word was spoken in some heavenly 
language not known and used by 
men. The only language spoken 
were real languages in which these 
Parthians, Medes, Elamites, etc, 
talked every day in their lives. If 
you speak in tongues as they did 
at Pentecost then you will simply 
be given the miraculous power to 
tell of the wonderful works of God 
to people of other nationalities, in 
their own tongue. That was a mir- 
acle to be sure, but mark you, it 
was a very sensible miracle with 
a very definite purpose. It was a 
sign to these unsaved Jews when 
they heard Galileans preaching to 
them in their own language. 

The whole trend of the four- 
teenth chapter of I Corinthians is 
that speaking in another language 
not known or understood by people 
present, is utterly useless — that 
five words understood are better 
than 10,000 not understood — that 
unlearned people did not under- 
stand speech in a foreign language 
or tongue and therefore it is for- 
bidden anybody to speak in a 
foreign language or one unknown 
to people present except some one 
present could interpret it and it 
be done one at a time without con- 
fusion so the full meaning was 
made known. Paul, the inspired 
apostle of God, spoke much more 
firmly than I am able to do in 
showing the folly of saying any- 
thing that cannot be. understood 
by those present. 

I Corinthians 14:16 says, 


“Else when thou shalt bless with 
the spirit (but in a foreign lan- 
guage), how shall he that occupieth 
the room of the UNLEARNED say 
Amen at thy giving of thanks, see- 
ing he understandeth not what 
thou sayest?" 


Notice that the kind of tongues 
or languages Paul is speaking 
about is the kind that people can 
learn. Educated people would know 
them in their country where they 
learn many languages. The un- 
learned man would not understand 
other languages but his own dia- 
lect, perhaps, and so an “un- 
learned” person would get no bene- 
fit from talking in an unknown lan- 
guage. There is no reference here 
to some heavenly, angelic lan- 
guage. The only kind of language 
the Bible means when it speaks 
of tongues is the kind of languages 
that various nationalities spoke all 
the time. Such languages would be 
learned by the educated but not 
known by the unlearned, except 
that each man would know his 
own. He should not speak in that 
unless it were understood. 

In the same chapter, I Corinth- 
ians 14:23 says: 


"lf therefore the whole church 
be come together into one place, 
and _ all speak with tongues, and 
there come in those that are un- 
learned,. or unbelievers, will they 
not say that ye are mad?” 


Again we see that Paul is argu- 
ing against speaking in other 
tongues in a service. He says that 
“unlearned” people and unbelievers 
would think people were crazy if 
they talked in foreign languages in 
the services. 

So we see that to speak in 
tongues, as Christians did at Pen- 
tecost, was to speak in the lan- 
guage of foreigners who were pres- 
ent to hear and who understood

the message. That was a mira- 
cle, but it was a useful miracle 
with a definite purpose. What 
those at Corinth spoke may not 
have been a miracie, and besides 
it was unnecessary. Paul rebuked 
them for it. 

‘There is not one particle of en- 
couragement in the entire bivic 
for anybody to speak in German 
when no Germans are present or 
to speak in Chinese when no 
Chinese are present. And it is 
absolutely forbidden unless persons 
speak one at a time and nave it 
clearly interpreted. And even then 
the concession is evidently made 
for foreigners who might not be 
able to speak much in the com- 
mon language of most of those 
present in the congregation. ‘hey 
may speak if it is interpreted and 
understood, but not otherwise. 

There is not a hint that any 
Christian ought to ever speak and 
not know what he says. Certain- 
ly that was not the case at Pente- 
cost. 


Speaking In Tongues, In the Bible, 
Was Not "The Spirit Speaking 
Through Men" Any More Than 


At Other Times 


Christians should always be led 
of the Spirit, should waik in the 
Spirit and the Spirit shouid direct 
aul that they utter. We are par- 
ticularly warned not to grieve the 
Holy Spirit by bitterness, evil 
speech, clamor or lying, 1oousn 
jesting (Ephesians, chapteis 
4 and 5). But when the noly 
Spirit guidés our speech or gives 
us “utterance,” that does not mean 
we know nothing about it. ine 
mind and senses do not take a 
vacation when the Holy Spirit 
takes charge! Rather, they are 
more keenly alive. At Pentecost 
the aposties knew what they were 
saying. They deliberately and in- 
tentionally used the divine power 
given to them to preach the gos- 
pel to the devout Jews out of ev- 
ery nation who were present and 
to tell them, in their own lian- 
guages, “the mighty works of 
God.” 

On this very matter Paul warned 
the heretical and carnal people of 
Corinth that their confusion in 
public services was not of God. He 
said plainly in I Corinthians 14:30, 


“lf any thing be revealed to an- 
other that sitteth by, let the first 


hold his peace." 
Verse 32 and 33 then say, 


"And the spirits of the prophets 
are subject to the prophets. For 
God is not the author of confusion, 
but of peace, as in all churches of 
the saints." 


~The spirit of a prophet is sub- 
ject to the prophet. ‘Chat is, the 
prophet knows what he is saying: 
The message God gave him, is 
known by the prophet. He knows 
what he is saying and his spirit 
is subject to control. One who is 
under the influence of the Holy 
Spirit is not hysterical, is not in a 
trance, is not beside himself, does 
not cause confusion. One speaking 
as the Holy Spirit gives utter- 
ance, speaks consciously and in- 
telligently, knows what he is say- 
ing and is under his own control. 
The confusion that comes over so- 
called speaking with tongues is 
not of God for God is not the au- 
thor of confusion, Paul says. 
Sometimes people are urged to 
relax everything, loose everything 
and let the Holy Spirit speak 
through them; they are told that 
then the Holy Spirit will speak 
through their mouth a heavenly 
language, that they do not under- 
stand. But that is NOT what hap- 
pened at Pentecost and that is not 
what the Bible teaches Christians 
should do. Any one who turns him- 
self over to a spirit may be sub- 
mitting to an evil spirit. We are 
plainly commanded to “try the 
spirits” (I John 4:1).. If the re- 
Sult is confusion then it is not of 
God. God brings understanding 
and order. | 
At Pentecost the disciples ‘be- 
gan to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them UTTER- 
ANCE.” But the word “utterance” 
there is the same word used of 
Peter on the same occasion (Acts 
2:14) when he said, “Ye men of 
etc., preaching his 
great sermon which resulted in so 
many conversions! Peter knew 
what he was saying and yet the 
Spirit gave him utterance. The 
same Greek word is used again of

With Tongues 


Even if such speaking in tongues 
as the modern Pentecostal move- 
ment has were the same kind of 
tongues mentioned in the New Tes- 
tament, they put an emphasis and 
importance on it altogether lack- 
ing in the Bible. The teaching that 
every Christian should speak mira- 
culously in tongues at least once 
is altogether foreign to the Bible. 
Some of the very best Christians 
in the New Testament evidently 
never had the gift of tongues, and 
never spoke in any language except 
what they had learned naturally. 
Paul evidently never did. He said. 
“I speak with tongues more than 
you all,” or in other words, he

SPEAKING WITH 
TONGUES 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 2) 


spoke more languages than any 
of them, and yet there is never a 
single intimation that he had, even 
once, the miraculous experience of 
talking a language not previously 
known, such as Christians had at 
Pentecost. In fact Paul, divinely 
inspired, scoffed at the whole busi- 
ness of speaking in a language that 
was not necessary or understood 
by those present, and said, “I had 
rather speak five words with the 
understanding than ten thousand 
without the understanding?” I 
would to God that earnest Chris- 
tians these days would all feel the 
same way about it as Paul did! 
We would have, then, no trouble 
over speaking in tongues. 

Notice carefully that Paul did 
not speak with other tongues at 
his conversion. See Acts 9:3-6. 
Notice again that he did not speak 
with other tongues when he was 
filled with the Holy Ghost (Acts 
9:17). 

If Paul didn’t need speaking in 
tongues, then certainly we need not 
think it is required of all Chris- 
tians. If he didn’t have it when 
he was saved or when he was filled 
with the Holy Spirit, then the rest 
of us need not especially seek it. 

The truth is, that we are plain- 
ly told all did not speak with 
tongues. Notice I Corinthians 12: 


30, “Have all the gifts of healing? 
do all speak with tongues? do all 


| 


interpret?’’ It was never intended 
for all Christians to have the same 
gift and all did not speak with 
tongues. 


Speaking and Interpreting Lan- 
guages, the Last and Least 
Important Gifts 


all the gifts that the 
Holy Spirit gives, speaking in 
tongues or languages and inter- 
preting languages were the last 
mentioned and least important, ac- 
cording to the Bible. God some- 
times gave people the power to 
speak in other languages to the 
people who understood them and to 
others He gave sometimes the mir- 
aculous power to understand for- 
eign languages so as to intrepret 
them. Those gifts may still be 
sometimes given——-the Bible does 
not say, and I do not know. If thx 
occasion should arise, God certain- _ 
ly has not closed the door on any 
kind of miracles He should desire 
to work. But of all the gifts of 
the Spirit, these are last. For |! 
Corinthians 12:28 says: 

And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily, 
prophets, thirdly, teachers, after 
that miracles, then gifts of heal- 
ings, helps, governments, diversities 


of tongues.’ 


In fact, of 


The gift given the apostles was 
first, then prophetic gifts were 
second, third in importance were 
teachers, and the other gifts were 
of declining importance and the 


gift of languages was last! It was 
not last in chronological order, 


but last im importance, as the 
apostolic gift was first in impor- 
tance! It is foolish to give, in mod- 
ern church life, an importance to 
the tongues question that was not 
given to it by New Testament 
Christians and is not given it by 
the Bible. 

Many people seem to think that 
the simple outward miracles of 
speaking in other languages was 
the most important thing that hap- 
pened at Pentecost, but it was the 
least important thing. The im- 
portant thing was that they svoke 
with the power of the Holy Spirit, 
whether they spoke in their own 
language or in somebody else’s lan- 
guage. The gospel they spoke and 
the power of God upon .it, were 
the essential things. The outward 
miracles of a cyclonic wind, the 
visible tongues like as of fire sit- 
ting on the people or talking in 
foreign languages were relatively 
unimportant. Many people are con- 
cerned about tongues who have no 
real concern for the pow#r of the 
Holy Spirit. This is one of Sa- 
tan’s favorite weapons to have us 
ery for the husk and ignore tne 
grain. Satan wants us to be con- 
cerned about the outward appear- 
ance, the visible manifestation, but 
indifférent to the Spirit’s power.

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snow, a great knife stroke in his 
back four or five inches long, bruis- 
es over his body, and the back 
of his head caved in; I have 
thought that God, the God of 
mercy and tenderness that loves 
little children looked down on that 
child and said, “If I keep my 
throne, I will have to punish that.

You ought to like it, but 
if you don’t, it doesn’t change it 
a bit in the world, God will do 
what He said He would do.

I have talked long enough. I 
mustn’t spend much more time, 
yet my heart cries out certain 
things. I want to tell you. Here 


is Dr. Mattson’s appeal. I read 
from the daily paper: 
“Tacoma, Wash. Jan. 16 


(INS)—In a tragic statement 
to the press today, Dr. William 
W. Mattson, father of kidnaped 
and murdered Charles Matt- 
son, today appealed for sterner 
preventive kidnaping laws and 
quicker and more certain pun- 
ishment. 

“ ‘Charles’ passing is a heavy 
cross for us to bear, especially 
so in view of the gruesome 
circumstances under which he 
died. Yet we would not shirk 
our duty and wish it on some- 
one else, for had not this fiend 
stopped at our door, he would 
surely have invited himself up- 
on some other parent who pos- 
sibly could not have borne the 
burden as well as we. 


“Urges Drastic Laws 


“*There undoubtedly is a fine 
act of providence which de- 
crees what shall happen at a 
time like this, otherwise why 
should that rabbit have led the 
Morrow boy to little Charles’ 
hidden body? 

“*This is unquestionably go- 
ing to mean the eventual iden- 
tification of the culprit and 
that justice will be meted out 
as it always is in these cases. 
Is it possible that little Charles 
was sacrificed to further stim- 
ulate a previously enraged pub- 
lic to the enactment of even 
more drastic laws, both in the 
prevention of and in the pun- 
ishment of this awful crime? 
If this is true, we shall feel 
that Charles did not die in 
vain. 

“*An undying faith in our 
Maker and a firm conviction 
that Charles’ going was His 
will and desire will give us 
strength to carry on.’” 


May God bless that good father 
tonight, that Christian father who 
had faith in his Maker when his 
boy is gone under such terrible 
circumstances. 

You don’t suppose I only in- 
tended to talk about that man I 
never saw, the man who may nev- 
er be found, alone. You don’t sup- 
pose I brought you here to speak 
only on that, do you? Oh, I am 
far more concerned about you. The 
terrible thing is, Brother Thomp-

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son, that a man would sit here, 
with no fearful quaking in their 
hearts because they are against 
God, that wicked man —- same kind 
of heart — against God, therefore 
liable to any kind of sin. My 
friends, that man will die. If he 
doesn’t die in the electric chair, 
he will die just the same. If judg- 
ment doesn’t reach him through 
the court of this land, it will reach 
him through the courts of God. 
That man cannot escape the ef- 
fect of his crime. Maybe some 
technicality, maybe a plea of in- 
sanity, or some crooked, dirty 
lawyers may help defeat justice. 
That may be so. But “the mills of 
God grind slowly, but they grind 
exceeding fine.” As a good Queen 
once said to Cardinal Richelieu, 
“God does not always pay on Sat- 
urday night, my lord Cardinal, but 
He pays!” 

“Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” 
I have talked to’ you about mur- 
derers, yet here in my audience 
tonight are murderers. I don’t 
know which of you, perhaps some 
one of you took a pistol and pulled 
the trigger, I don’t know who of 
you stood trial for your life, or 
maybe it was never known, who 
you killed. But there are in this 
audience tonight murderers of your 
unborn babies — bloody-handed 
murderers and God Himself hears 
the cry of the innocent. That 
blood, that blood cries out to God 
and you will meet it. There are 
murderers here tonight. Your case 
is more important tonight than 
that other fellow. What about 
your case, poor sinner? 

That isn’t all. In John 3:15 we 
are told that “he that hateth his 
brother is a murderer.’’ You have 
been guilty of the same sin. May- 
be you didn’t kill anybody, but 
your heart was black with hate. 
If it was, maybe more so than he, 
you are a murderer in your heart. 
My friends; are you a murderer 
tonight? Over in Revelation, we 
find that God doesn’t make much 
difference between that man and 
you. There is a man here tonight 
not a Christian, a woman not a 
Christian. Be saved while you can 
be. 

This morning a woman hesitated 
at the door. I asked, “Are you 
right with God?’’ We went back 
to the cross this morning and saw 
again all Jesus bought for us, our 
salvation, security, safety, peace 
and fellowship. At the close I said 
to this woman, “Are you a Chris- 
tian?” She said, “I don’t think 
so.” I said, “Oh, today is the time. 
Turn to Jesus,’”’ and she did, and 
trusted Him, thank God. If you 
are unsaved, if you are away from 
God, you have the Same kind of a 
heart as that mutderer. You are 
lost, you are away from Christ 
and you are going to the same 
Hell. Everybody here, man, wo- 
man, child, who dies unsaved will 


rible murderer — that sinner. You 
have done more than he did if 
you turn down Jesus Christ, you 
are the betrayer and murderer of 
Jesus. 

A man stood up in Olton, Texas, 
and said to me. “I have done all 
sorts of sins these other people 
mentioned, but the worst thing I 
ever did was that all my life un- 
til three o’clock this morning I 
turned down Jesus Christ.” He 
was right. That is the meanest 
thing you have done. Tonight, I 
beg you, turn and say, “Tonight 
I will repent of this wickedness, 
this rejecting Jesus and turn my 
heart to Christ and be saved while 
I can before I wake up in tor- 
ment.” 


You are just like that other sin- 
ner. Don’t try to make yourself 
think you are good people. You 
are just like that other sinner. 
Don’t let the devil make you think 
you are better than that man. 

I tell people in the jail that they 
are going to the same ‘Hell as 


Same torment if they don’t trust 
Jesus. 

I beg you to realize you are a 
sinner. You are lost if you are not 
born again, if you are not saved, 
you are lost. If you are not Heav- 
en bound, you are Hell bound. If 
you don’t know you have been born 
again, I beg you, make sure while 
you can. One day you may wake 
up too late, condemned, doomed, 
lost, and be forever with the 
doomed in Hell, with all those who 
turn down Christ. Don’t do it, my 


Over in Revelation, the 21st 
chapter, there is a word about 
Heaven, then listen— who are on 
the outside. 


“But the fearful, and unbeliev- 
ing, and the abominable, and mur- 
derers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and all 
liars, shall, have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second 


death.” 
These will be left out and all the 
murderers, whoremongers, idola- 


ters and unbelieving—because they 
didn’t take Christ they are on the 
outside. Listen now, “But the 
fearful, and unbelieving, and the 
abominable, and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers and 
idolaters, and all liars, shall have 
their part in the lake which burn- 
eth with fire and brimstone: which 
is the second death.” In there 
with all the murderers, with all the 
whoremongers, in there with all 
the abominable will be those that 
don’t trust Jesus as Saviour! The 
unbelievers who rejected Christ, the 
sin of all sins is that. “He that 
believeth on him is not condemned: 
but he that believeth not is con- 
demned already, because he hath 
not believed in the name of the 
only begotten Son of God’’ (John 
3:18). Tonight you will turn, I 
hope, and be saved. 

I don’t know who that kidnaper 
is. I wish I knew, I wouid turn 
him in if did, but that is not all. 
Oh, I would beg him to turn to 
Jesus. Though his sin may be as 
vile as it can. be, he could turn 
to Jesus Christ and be forgiven 
and saved. He might not escape 
the electric chair. I don’t think he 
ought, byt he could escape hell. 
We sometimes sing of the foun- 
tain filled with blood: 


“The dying thief rejoiced to see 
That fountain in his day, 

And there may I, though vile as he 
Wash all my sins away.” 


Don’t you want to turn to Je- 
sus? 

A few years ago in Fort Worth, 
I believe it was, a colored man 
killed“a policeman. You may re- 
member it. He was later found-in 
Chicago. That poor colored man, 
after he had killed the policeman, 
fled away and for a long time they 
didn’t find him. He wrote me a 
letter. It had no town, you couldn’t 
read the postmark even. This poor 
negro man wrote me a card and 
said a word or two, and then he 
said, “Oh, pray for me, Brother 
Rice.” I did pray for him. I 
prayed that God would save him. 
I don’t know whether He did or 
not. If he wanted to be saved, he 
could be and was. 

My .dear friend, if you are lost, 
in Jesus’ name, confess it to God, 
ask Him to forgive you. You say, 
“But I am good.” No, we are all 
wicked. You say, “I try to do 
right,” but you fail if you do try 
to. We are all the same kind of 
Sinners. Do you know what you 
need? You need to be saved. You 
need your mother’s God, your fa- 
ther’s God. You need Him tonight. 
Don’t you want salvation? I asked 
you to come and hear me preach 
tonight. 

I am a good citizen and I want 
to make good citizens of you. I 
want to be true to my God: my 
God in everything. I want you to 
do right, but that wasn’t the main 
thing. I wanted to bring convic- 
tion, show you that men must suf- 
fer for what they do, that your 
sin will find you out. You can’t 
do wrong and get by. Sooner or 
later sin will find you out. Chick- 
ens will come home to roost. Oh, 
we are such sinners, but God 
loves us still, and God is willing 
to forgive. Tonight if you will 
turn to Jesus Christ, He will for- 
give and save you and you can go 
home happy. Don’t you want to do 
it tonight? Don’t you want to be 
saved tonight? I know God is 
ready and [hope you are. 

(Eight held hands for prayer. 
Several came forward. It was a 
great crowd. If you readers are 
unsaved, trust Christ today with 
all your heart and let me hear from 
you.— John R. Rice.)
